Considerable criticism has been ex­ 
pressed at the conduct of the colored 
reg iment encamped at Camp Tanner. 
It is perhaps unfair to form a judge 
ment of the fig hting qualities of a race 
from the action of a sing le regiment. 
W e 
know that many heroic deeds 
were performed by the colored soldiers 
during the Civil War, and now 
word 
comes that the charg e on the block 
house in the vicinity of Santiag o, 
by 
Captain Ducat's company of colored 
men from the Twenty -fourth Reg iment 
United States Reg ulars was akin in his 
heroism to the famous charg e at Bala- 
klava. 
The blockhouse to be taken 
was on the side of a hill and in it 6U or 
70 sharp-shooters of the enemy were in 
trenched and were doing their deadly 
work on our lines. 
It was almost cei 
tain death to those who attempted to 
dislodg e these men, 
but Captain 
Du 
c a t ’s company never faltered. 
Up the 
hill they started, 75 colored soldier*, 
officered by white men. 
The officers 
were soon shot down, seeming to be the 
especial marks for the Spanish bullets 
Still the men 
kept on, and thoug h 
there were but 22 when they reached 
the blockhouse, these drove the enemy 
from their position and “ captured the 
fort.”

The officer waited for me ami 
as 1 jumped iu said: ‘All on hand but 
Tom Babson. 
Where is he? Does any­ 
body know?’ 
“ I alone knew, but thoug h 1 had re­ 
pented my own foolishness I had no 
idea of turning inform* r. 
8 0 Tom was 
left behind, and tin* next morning a 
new hand was shipped in his stead. Of 
course when we g ot to sea 1 was oblig ed 
to g o to th© captain to draw more cloth­ 
ing from the slop chest, but I nev er told 
the whole story, and he only repri­ 
manded me as a foolish, improv ident 


on the coast.

“ We saw Tom led forth from the 
j g uardhouse by a file of the soldiers ltiui 
marched across the yard to the pia «* of 
execution. Here he stood up like 
a man 
I who had nerv ed himself to meet his 
death without flinching , and 
as he 
. braced himself ag ainst the mud wall in 
the corner his calmness extorted ad- 


ble opportunity, g av e the word in a 
whisper, ‘N ow .’

of Russians every year mak e attempts 
to get out of the country without them. 
In other words, emigration from Russia 
mostly tnk es the form of smuggling, 
tho contraband being in this case hu­ 
man fugitives. 
The western frontier of Russia is an 
exceedingly long one, extending about 
9 00 miles, a considerable portion of it 
being formed by rivers of varying size, 
some of them being mere brook s, while 
the others have channels of such breadth 
tnat it requires nearly an hour to ferry 
across. 
The boundary lino is watched on the 
western side bv Austrian lancers and 
dragoons in the south and by German 
cavalry of the same class in the north, 
while on the east or Russian side of the 
line it is the Cossack s who are intrusted 
with the duty of patrolling the entire 
stretch, the watch there k ept being of a 
far closer and more sev* re character, 
since the Muscovite guards have uot 
only to prevent the ingress of smugglers 
and unauthorized strangers, but also to 
prevent the egress from the empire of 
all subjects of tho emperor who are uot 
furnished with official permits to travel 
abroad. 
The result of this state of affairs has 
been the creation of an extensive enter­ 
prise for smuggling emigrants out of 
the country. 1 he business iscouceutrafc- 
ed, in great measure, at those points 
where broad rivers constitute the bound­ 
ary, since the watch k ept there is less 
striet than where it consists of mere 
rivulets or milestones. 
The affair is managed by ferrying the 
fugitives across the* river from the Rus­ 
sian to the German shore, and, inas­ 
much as the bank s of the Dreweuz and 
of the Prosua as well as of the Szes- 
zuppe, are low and lined with long 
reeds, low trees and marsh, the matter 
is uot, after all, so difficult 
0 11 a dark 
and moonless night, especially when the 
Cossack guard happens to have been 
plied with a larger amount of vodk a 
than usual. 
The smugglers ure men of the most 
lawless class, who, before they under­ 
took the smuggling of their countrymen 
out of the country, were engaged iu 
smuggling dutiable goods into Russia, 
and the charge which they mak e for as­ 
sisting a would be emigrant to escape is 
heavy enough to mak e tho business one 
of great profit to them. 
The rates vary from 10 to 50 and 
even 100 rubles a head. 
In fact, the 
fugitive is charged to the limit, the 
only check upon the extortion being the 
k een competition which prevails among 
the smugglers to secure the trade. 
The majority of these emigrants are 
possessed of relatively large sums of 
money. 
It is only natural that before 
leaving their homes in Russia they 
should have converted into cash all 
their possessions so as to enable them 
to mak e a good start abroad. 
Some of 
them have £ 200, or even £ 400 or £ 600. 
in their wallets. 
I his fact naturally excites the cupidi­ 
ty of the smugglers engaged in helping 
fugitives out of the country, with the 
result that 30 or 40 per cent of those 
who trust the smugglers to ferry them 
across from the Russian to the German 
shuro never reach the latter alive. 
A blow 0 11 the head with a punt pole 
or a stab in the back is sufficient as a 
rule to render the unfortunate emigrant 
powerless, and then the boatman, after 
rifling his pock ets of everything he pos­ 
ses-**,s. will tn* a stone to his feet and 
pitch him into the river or else sink 
him in the swamps with which the 
stream is lined on either side. 
There is little risk of discovery, 
since, owing to the secrecy with which 
the police do everything in Russia, the 
relatives of the* murdered man could 
never be sure that their missing k ins- : 
man had not been arrested by the au­ 
thorities and consigned to penul servi­ 
tude for attempting to leave the eoun 
tr\ without a permit.—.St. Petersburg 
Cor. in London Standard.
